TEL AVIV (Itim). - The names of 
senior police officers. MK Ehud 
Olmert and Mizrahi Bank managing 
director Aharon Meir were all raised 
in District Court here yesterday dur- 
ing the trial - on charges of extortion

Yesterday's central witness was 
Deputy Commander Shmuel Nar- 
kis, who was in charge of the Laviv 
file. Under cross-examination by 
Laviv's counsel, Narkis said that 
Meir’s telephone had been tapped in 
connection with the Laviv case. He 
denied that the telephone of Police 
Inspector-General Arye Ivtzan had 
been tapped, but admitted that in 
listening to conversations between 
Laviv and Olmert, Ivtzan’s name 
had been mentioned. 

Queried on the intervention of bis 
superior officer Arm and Levy dur- 
ing the investigation of Laviv's file, 
and of a tape Laviv gave the police 
which allegedly contained incrimi- 
nating information against Levy. 
Narkis said that Laviv and others 
had made repeated attempts to bes- 
mirch Levy's name. Complaints 


against Levy bad been investigated 
and found baseless. Narkis said. He 
said that only one side of the tape 
bad been checked. He had been 
ordered to ignore the second side.

Planners losing fight to keep 
capital’s Jewish-Arab ratio

Despite the construction of mas- 
sive Jewish neighbourhoods in Jeru- 
salem since 1967, the percentage of 
Arabs in the city's population has 
risen steadily, according to recently 
published census figures. 

Prof. Arye Sbahar, of the Hebrew 
University, told the Jerusalem Com- 
mittee yesterday that the percentage 
of Arabs in Jerusalem rose from 
about 26 per cent in 1967 to about 29 
per cent in the 1983 census. The 
urbanologist said this “slight but 
systematic" shift could be a major 
political consideration in future 
planning. 

In an interview afterwards, Sha- 
faar noted that much Jewish settle- 
ment has recently been on the city’s 
periphery rather than in Jerusalem 
itself. Maintaining the 1967 Jewish- 
Arab ratio has been a major goal in 
the government’s planning for the 
capital.

The committee, an advisory body, 
is meeting in the capital in its sixth 
plenary form, to discuss the future of 
Jerusalem up to the year 2000.

The ethnic origin of residents 
which previously distinguished n oo- 
Orthodox neighbourhoods from 
each other has given way steadily to 
differentiation by socio-economic 
status, said Shahar. “This is leading 
to a much more open and flexible 
structure," he said.

Police detectives have arrested a 
four-member gang that planned a 
highway ambush on the Jemsalem- 
Jerichoroad.

Former Soviet Jews warned 
yesterday that optimism in the west- 
ern press that Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev will be “good for the 
Jews” and open to detente is prema- 
ture. 

At a press conference at Beit 
Agron. former Prisoner of Hon 
Yosef Mendelevich said Gorbachev 
is not the technocrat depicted in the 
western media, but a Communist 
Party loyalist who joined the party 
during the Stalinist regime and re- 
ceived his political education in that 
dark period. 

In addition. Gorbachev 
■‘apparently ran the USSR during 
the illness of his predecessor,” said 
Mendelevich, when physical attacks 
on Soviet Jews increased. 

The heads of the Soviet Jewry 
Education and Information Centre, 
of which Mendelevich is chairman, 
have sent a telegram to Gorbachev, 
suggesting the Soviet authorities 
mark the 40th anniversary of the 
defeat of Fascist Germany by an 
amnestv for all Jewish activists sent- 
enced and for those awaiting trial. 

Meanwhile, they reported that 
Prisoner of Zion Yosef Bernstein 
has lost 99.4 per cent of his sight as 
the result of a KGB attack when he 
was stabbed in the eyes. 

The 47-year-old Hebrew teacher 


from Kiev, who was sentenced to 
four Years in prison last December, 
is in bad condition. Dr. Yuri Stern 
said. They played the taped voice of 
Bernstein's wife Fanya, who in Rus- 
sian pleaded for help for her hus- 
band. . , ... 

The physical condition of Alexan- 
der Khoimyansky. the 34-year-old 
Prisoner of Zion who began a hunger 
strike last September in protest 
against his illegal arrest, is also de- 
teriorating. • 

Dr. Joseph Faber, a gastroenter- 
ologist, said Khoimyansky - now 
weighing only 42 kilos - has un- 
doubtedly suffered permanent dis- 
ability and if he survives will be 
crippled. 

Dmitri Khazakm. who came on 
aliva 10 days ago with his wife Ina 
Baruchina. called on Israel to give 
tangible help to the 890 Soviet Jews. 
in the USSR to whom it has granted 
Israeli citizenship.

Poll: Tublic bored with TV, 
wants commercial channel’

A large majority of the Israeli 
public is dissatisfied with Israel TV 
and wants a second - commercial - 
channel installed. This is the finding 
of a poll by Hanocb Smith in a survey 
requested by Communications 
Minister Amnon Rubinstein. 

Rubinstein , who recently unveiled 
his proposals for a second TV chan- 
nel. cable TV and local radio sta- 
tions, presented the findings yester- 
day to Prime Minister Shimon Peres. 

In foe poll of 1,345 individuals 
over 18, 61 per cent said they were 
definitely in favour of a second and 


commercial TV channel, and 21 per 
cent generally favoured it. Nine per 
cent opposed it. 

Asked whether they were satisfied 
with wbar Israel TV'offers nightly, 
only 6.1 per cent said they were very 
satisfied. Twenty-two per cent were 
satisfied, but 34 per cent were “not 
so happy" and 31 per cent were 
dissatisfied.

Elderly people who live with a 
spouse or other members of the 
family five longer and have a better 
chance of recovering from illnesses 
and broken bones. • 

. . Evidence of .this was found in a. 
survey of old.fblks who had under- 
gone a rip-pinning operation after 
suffering a fracture at the head of the 
femur. The study was made by the 
Tel Aviv University's School ol 
Medicine. 

A broken hip often marks the 
beginning of the end for the aged, 
since loss of mobility plus trauma 
and drugs for anaesthesia and to 
control pain often render them bed- 
ridden. . . 

Many active and energetic old 
people become senile and helpless 
wi thin weeks of fracturing a rip. 

Researchers at the medical school 
followed several hundred cases and 
found that while institutionalized old 
people, including those who had 
previously lived alone or with fami- 
ly, most often failed to regain lost 
mobility and usually died within two 
years after the trauma. 

But those who returned to home 
life within the family made remark- 
able recoveries, learned to walk 
again, sometimes with crutches and 
often without, and that their average 
life expectancy after the fracture w.as 
dose to 10 years. 

However, whatever, the benents 


to the aged, many young people find 
the presence of an old parent in the 
home a problem. This, of coupe, is 
exacerbated if the aged member ot 

the family is ill or becomes senile. ( 

Part of the problem is foe cultural 
background and- a study by> social 
workers in Jerusalem and Tel Aviv 
shows that six times more young 
families of eastern ethnic back- 
ground had aged parents living with 
them than found in foe group ot 
European or other western ethnic 

groups. , . . 

One of the points made was that 
the eastern originating groups were 
far more tolerant of the limitations 
of the aged, were not embarrassed if 
either parent was forgetful or bad 
other lapses, and that not only the 
family but the entire community was 
warmer and more accepting. 

One of the solutions to many 
household problems is to be found in 
day care centres for the aged, oper- 
ated by a number of voluntary ser- 
vices. These are of great value when 
both members of a couple work 
outside the home, or when the 
housewife needs free time for house- 
hold activities. 

In day care centres there are acti- 
vities, work shops, entertainment 
and companionship. Unfortunately, 
Israel does not have nearly enough 
such centres nor are they located 
conveniently for many aged, unless 


they can be taken there and picked 
up by private transportation. 

But home maintenance of the 
aged is usually possible only if the 
old person is m reasonably good 
health and, retails, treasonable rie- „ 
gree of mobility:. . ■: 

If nursing care is necessary then 
even with the aid of welfare, Kupat 
Holim and voluntary nursing care 
services, most young families find 
the care of an infirm elderly person 
intolerable. . 

This is true not only for the physi- 
cally infirm but for those who be- 
come afflicted with Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease or some other form of senile 
dementia. 

Nor is this the case in the private 
home only, and while the kibbutz 
probably offers one of the best ambi- 
ences available for the elderly, they 
too send their infirm aged to 
kibbutz-owned nursing homes for 
geriatric care. 

Most people feel a considerable 
amount of guilt over placing an aged 
relative in a musing home. The 
problem has become so common 
that several services offer group 
counselling sessions for families 
whose aged relatives are institu- 
tionalized.

QUEBEC CITY (AP). -U.S. Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan and Canadian 
Prime Minister Brian Mulroney met 
Sunday to discuss arms control. 
East- West relations and acid tain, a 
White House spokesman said. 

Reagan was said to be intensely 
interested in Mulroney 's views about 
his meeting last week with Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev. Mul- 
roney was in Moscow for the funeral 
of Soviet president Konstantin Cher- 
nenko. 

The meeting was dubbed the 
“Shamrock summit” because both 
Reagan and MuIrOney are of Irish 
descent and their meeting began 
on St. Patrick's Day, celebrated by 
the Irish and their enthusiasts 
around the world to commemorate 
the patron saint of Ireland. 

Reagan and Mulroney, both con- 
servatives. shared “solid agree- 
ment” on almost every issue discus- 
sed. the spokesman announced. 

Mulroney was elected last year on 
a platform that included a promise to 
improve relations with the U.S. 

Under Mulroney's predecessor, 
Pierre Trudeau, Canadian- 
American relations were tense. 

Reagan and Mulroney began their 
meeting with an announcement de- 
signed to smooth over the issue of 
acid rain. They said they would ex- 
change special envoys to examine 
the sensitive environmental issue 
and report back with in a year. 

“Together, we will find an answer 
to this problem." Reagan said after a 
half-hour meeting with Mulroney. 

Mulroney, who stated that the 
pollution problem was going to be 
the top issue for him at the summit, 
called the move “a significant step 
forward... the President and 1 are 
confident that this approach will pro- 
duce real results.” 

However, there was no commit- 
ment in (he two men's statements to 
a full-scale cleanup programme simi- 
lar to what Mulroney had been seek- 
ing in advance of Reagan's goodwill 
visit. 

Protesting the Reagan visit, sever- 
al thousand" demonstrators chanting 
“Yankee, go home" marched 
through the narrow streets of Old 
Quebec. A diverse coalition of pro- 
test groups carried signs in French 
and English attacking U.S. policies 
on add ram, arms talks, Nicaragua 
and other issues.

Strikes disrupt schools in Britain 


LONDON (AP).- A wave of strikes 
for higher pay by British school- 
teachers disrupted education across 
the country yesterday. 

The two largest teaching unions 
called out 11,600 teachers in Eng- 
land and Wales and 16,000 in Scot- 
land in selected areas to press de- 
mands for higher pay. Schooling for 
more than 80,000 children was ex- 
pected to be disrupted during the 
week.

National Union of Teachers and the 
119.000 National Association of

Teachers launched walkouts, a third 
' union explained in newspaper adver- 
tisements why. it was working nor- 
mally. > . r .

With results in from 1,201 of the 
1.231 districts, the combined parties 
of the right and centre had won 54 
per cent of the vote, and the leftist 
parties 46 per cent. The left lost 
control of 11 departments, while the 
right lost none. 

'in elections later this week for the 
presidencies of che general councils, 
the right is expected to gain control 
of about 75 per cent.

Courtroom battle at 75 super-bullets per second 


WASHINGTON (AP). - The U.S. 
Navy and an inventor are embroiled 
in a controversy over whether bullets 
in a new. radar-guided Gatling gun 
are effective. 


The outcome of the dispute could 
effect the navies of seven allied na- 
tions. including Israel. 

The new gun. called the Phalanx, 
fires "penetrator" bullets at the rate 
cf 75 per second. They are special 
bullets - made of super-hard de- 
puted uranium - and to be effective 
they must strike an incoming mis- 
sile's head, churn through the 
armour and set off an explosive. 


On one side is Fritz Feidmann. 
inventor of a break-away plastic 
shroud that encases the penetrators 
as they travel through the gun barrel. 
The white-haired, Swiss-bom Feid- 
mann claims he isn’t being paid 
royalties for his invention, called a 
Sabot. Moreover, he says his Sabot 
was altered for the mass-production 
process and lost two-thirds of its 
accuracy because of it. 

On the other side is the U.S. 
Navy, which has more than 220 Pha- 
lanx systems on 125 ships and is 
scrambling to triple that. The army 
and the sole manufacturer, the Olin 
Corporation, say Feldrn arm's inven- 
tion wasn't distinctive enough to 
command royalties. Moreover, they 


say the five million rounds of 
ammunition made to date are nearly 
twice as accurate as required. 

Tire navy tested Phalanx last May 
for the first time against the French- 
built Exocet, successfully knocking 
out three of four. Sea-slumming mis- 
siles like the Exocet are the most 
difficult to Spot with radar. 

The debate in the U.S. Claims 
Court spiced up an otherwise routine 
trial over royalties claimed by Feld- 
mans, who bolds three patents on 
the Sabot. The Sabot is needed be- 
cause the penetrator is smaller than a 
normal 20mm bullet. 

Phalanx is used aboard ships rang- 
ing from the largest nuclear carriers 
to the smallest frigates. A marvel of 
modern warfare, its radar simul- 


taneously tracks incoming missiles 
and outgoing projectiles, applying 
corrections before the previous burst 
arrives in thetarget zone. 

Other countries .using a 20mm 
version of the Phalanx are Israel, 
Australia, Japan, the UK, Taiwan, 
Saudi Arabia. The Dutdt Navy uses 
Fcldma no -deagned 30mm ammuni- 
tion in its Goalkeeper programme, a' 
similar defence system. 

...The more accurate the ammuni- 
tion, the more dosely spaced the 
spray of pene&atois wffl be. The 
navy specifies that all rounds in a 
.burst - anywhere from 10 to 50 
penetrators - Scatter less than one 
milradian. That means, say, off 
target by no more than 30cms. in 300 
metres/'

His interest in Palestine went back 
to his early days as a student of 
Semitic languages and of Oriental 
history. Wiener had repeatedly vi- 
sited Palestine . Egypt and elsewhere 


in foe Middle East as ihe secreiarv of 
the liberal politician Paul Nathan, 
the founder of the Hilfs^'ercin dcr 
deutschen Juden. (The HUfsvcrein 
promoted many schools in Palesnne: 
one we know today as Jerusalem s 
David Yellin College.) When World 
War I broke out. Wiener "visired 
foe Middle East for three yeare as a 
soldier in foe German Army s Ex- 
pedition Corps in Turkey and Pales- 
tine. 

IN 1926. when he was on the staff of 
the C.V.. Wiener made another visit 
to Palestine and published his im- 


pressions under the title "Critical 
Journev through Palestine." He 
noted the local population - 73i».UOi-> 
Arabs and 158JKIO Jews, with an 
annual aliya of 20JHW - and other 
statistics such as there being 20 trade 
unions and !4 periodicals. The Heb- 
rew University of Jerusalem had loS 
students and 37 scientific personnel. 
Wiener paid tribute to the idealism 
and love of the country of the Yishu\ 
but criticized unrealistic Zionist 
propaganda and called for more 
acricuTture and industry . He didn t 
identify with the political movement 
of Zionism bur supported whatever 


could be done here. 

In IV2M. when violent excesses at 
the Western Wall and pogroms in 
Hebron shattered the brinle balance 
of co-e.xistence between Jews and 
Arabs. Wiener published a hook. 
Jews ami Arabs in Palestine Thai 
year the Jewish Agency and Keren 
Havesod decided “to enlarge their 
oreanizaiion and include “non- 
Zionists." and Wiener became a 
member of the Jewish Agency . 

Now his fields of interest almost 
conversed, as the storm clouds of 
anti-Semitism and Nazi provocation 
beean to gather. The leadership of 


the C.V. tried to alert the German 
politicians of the dangers of a Nazi 
takeover. Wiener through hts con- 
tacts with industrialists warned them 
a**dinst supporting Hitler as a way 
out of the Depression to economic 
recovery. 

Anti-Nazi material prepared and 
distributed by the C.V. included 
unsavoury' details about Nazi lead- 
ers. which became political dyna- 
mite and had to be whisked away 
after Hitler came to power on Janu- 
ary 30. 1933. 

Shortly thereafter Wiener left for 
Amsterdam and with the nucleus of 
material he smuggled out began to 
set up an anti-Nazi documentation 
centre. He was helped in this by 
Prof. David Cohen of Amsterdam 
University, who was chairman of the 
Central Dutch Relief Agency for 
German Jewish refugees. Wiener s 
aim was to wake up an apathetic or 
unbelieving world to the Nazi hor- 

r °\Vhen the war broke out he moved 
his "chamber of horror" to London, 
where it developed into an author- 
itative information centre. Wiener 
remained its director until his death 
in 1«M. 

The library contains -Ul.OUtt docu- 
ments relating to the Nuremberg and 
Eichmann trials, records of the 
Gestapo and of Arab propaganda 
offices. When it was moved to Tel 
Aviv, microfilm copies of much of 
i the library's contents remained in 
London, and continuing coopera-

Factories, hospitals, hotels, uni- 
versities, transport companies and 
other big consumers of fuel are obli- 
gated - as of the beginning of this 
month— to make an annual survey of 
their energy use and its efficiency. 

The requirement became effective 
this week, after Energy Minister 
Moshe Sbahal signed the new reg- 
ulations, which concern all commer- 
cial an d non-profit organizations 
whose operations consume more 
than 2,000 tons of oil a year, or its 
equivalent in other forms of fuel. 

Besides the annual survey, a re- 
port will also be due every five years 
from the heads of these organiza- 


tions, showing what energy con-.| 

servation measures have been taken ; 

in the areas of heating, lighting, 
airconditioning and production. 

According to the ministry s energy 
conservation department, an invest- 
ment in fuel saving today is worth 
10% annuailv in cash terms, and tne 
returns are visible within 12 months. 

This has been shown at the Israel 
Aircraft Industries, whose annual 
energy outlay was $10 million for 
years, until a fuel conservation 
scheme was initiated a few years ago. 
This included surveys followed by 
re-ore;anization of energy use pat- 
temsT Within a year, IATs energy 
bill was reduced to $9m.i where it 

has remained ever since. 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - A woman who 
admitted to plotting to extort money 
from the Elite and Tnuva companies 
by threatening to poison their pro- 
ducts was sentenced here Sunday 
to three months in- prison and a 
12-month suspended term.

TEL AVIV. - Prices on the stock 
market continued to advance alone a 
rather broad from yesterday, but 
much of the impetus of the last three 
days of trading seems to be evaporat- 
ing. 

Financial circles said earber this • 
week that profit-taking would soon 
be inevitable, and yesterday the first 
signs began to appear. 

Nevertheless, it was a fairly good 
day. for the General Share Index did 
rise bv 0.53%. although this is a far 
cry from the 1.38% of the previous 
day. But 0.53% is probably more 
than the devaluation of the shekel 
(no foreign currency figures were 
published for Sunday, since the 
banks abroad are closed), so it is 
difficult to state exactly the rate of 
inflation, for the last foreign curren- 
cy figures were published for Friday.

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The salaried carry the ball 

LAST NIGHT the Histadrut and the Manufacturers Associa- 
tion were still trading ferocious verbal blows - mostly through 
the media - over the mighty question whether the cost-of-living 
compensation to be paid to wage earners in their March salaries 
is to be 13.2 per cent or only 12 per cent. Not surprisingly, the 
Histadrut insists on the higher figure, while the industrialists 
favour the lower one. 

The argument is absurd, irrelevant and harmful. It will, of 
course, end soon with an agreement. But it is a pity that it 
should have been started at all. 

The Manufacturers Association appears to have conceded 
that, for once, the Histadrut's figure is the correct one, by 
indicating that it would endorse it if the Histadrut. for its part, 
would agree to the raising of prices on some 600 industrial 
products beyond the level set in the current package deal. The 
claim is that prices are lagging behind inflation. 

A close look at the February inflation statistics belies the 
claim. According to the statistics, the wholesale price index 
rose last month by 15.5 per cent, or 2 per cent above the 
increase of the consumers price index. It seems the manufactur- 
turers have simply seized on the Histadrut's demand for a 
cost-of-living compensation, warranted by the package deal, to 
push for higher prices. 

The workers of this country have in effect, through their 
trade union federation, resigned themselves to a measure of 
erosion in their wages, as their contribution to the cause of 
economic recovery. But the readiness of the workers to join in a 
national belt-tightening should not be construed as a sign that 
they will let the industrialists dictate their wage strategy. 

It should not be forgotten that the last time the C-o-L 
compensation was paid - by no means in full - was three months 
ago. Whatever Histadrut members receive in their paycheques 
in two weeks' time will already have been wiped out by 
inflation. If the little that is due to them is reduced, it is a safe 
bet that “informal" means of wage increases will simply be 
substituted for the usual “formal" means. And at a higher cost 
to the employers. 

The present row between the Histadrut and the Manufactur- 
ers Association should be cut short, at once. Whatever justified 
demands the industrialists may have for higher prices, they 
should pass on directly to the Industry and Trade Ministry, 
rather than through the Histadrut. 

A deal is not a law 

THE SKIN GRAFT scandal may seem to have been resolved. 
The two IDF soldiers who had been badly burned in the 
Metulla car attack last week received enough skin for grafting 
donated by the families of several persons just deceased in the 
country. There was thus no need to make use of the skin 
shipment from Holland. 

Moreover, the Chief Rabbinate, plainly jolted by the adverse 
publicity attending the incident, is now reported willing to give 
its blessing to tbe establishment of a regular skin bank for 
transplant operations on the victims of burns. Whereas pre- 
viously it insisted that pikuah nefesh involves only an immedi- 
ate, visible need to save a life, now tbe Chief Rabbinate is ready 
to extend it to future contingencies as well. 

Suddenly, the rabbis have discovered that lsfaei is in a 
permanent state of war. and that it faces a steady threat of mass 
casualties. This discovery should facilitate the agreement that 
the Health Ministry’s director-general. Dr. Dan Michaeli, 
expects to iron out with the chief rabbis, and with Agudat 
Yisrael's Menahem Porush. MK Porush was a leading architect 
of the 1980 amendment to the 1953 Anatomy and Pathology 
Law which severely limited physicians' rights to dissect cadav- 
ers and virtually banned the banking of bodily organs taken 
from the dead. 

But this method of amending the amendment by extra-legal 
means lacks the force of law. and it is wholly unacceptable, 
even though it will make life easier in the short run for hospitals 
and their patients. 

The law that is on the books reflects one successful bid, 
mainly by the Aguda, to remould Israel into a state of Halacha - 
and Halacha in its harsher, uncompromising version. It is not 
good enough for the Chief Rabbinate now to modify that 
version somewhat, in one instance, and to claim that this 
modification constitutes an authoritative reading of the law. It 
does not. 

The new interpretation is not necessarily binding on the 
Chief Rabbinate itself, and it may be reversed at will, if the 
occasion seems io call for it. Extremist orthodox groups may 
twist the rabbinate's arm on this matter as they have done in the 
case, also concerning the dead, of the Ganei Hamat hotel in 
Tiberias. 

What is required is a formal act by the Knesset restoring the 
law to roughly where it stood in 1953. The permission granted 
in the 1980 amendment to any close family member of a 
deceased person to bar the taking of an organ from the dead 
body, even to save a life, should be revoked. 

If; a deceased person did not object in his or her lifetime to the 
dissection of his or her dead body, the family should not be 
allowed to prevent the transplant of an organ from that body. 
And it should be made clear that, for the purpose of the law. the 
imperative of pikuah nefesh applies at all times, whether 
present or future, and whether marked by war or peace. 

To leave not the slightest doubt on this score the re-amended 
law should specifically sanction the setting up of organ banks. 

Believers could receive a rabbinical dispensation in cases 
where there might be a fear, however insubstantial, of the 
desecration of the dead. What Israel society as a whole is 
entitled to is affirmation of its humane principles.

WITH ALL the troubles that the 
various parties to Package Deal II 
are having, one very important 
issue, affecting an estimated 150,000 
households throughout the country, 
has been overlooked. 

During Package Deal I, the dollar 
rate was frozen at 527 shekels, which 
meant that anyone renting a proper- 
ty for housing knew that for three 
months tbe rent was frozen. 

Package Deal II ignored the rent 
issue entirely, and since all rent in 
this country is calculated in dollars, 
rents rose overnight by close to 50 
percent. 

The Histadrut could easily have 
included in its demands for the new 
deal a clause stating that rents would 
rise by, for example, five per cent 
above the rates of November 1984, 
when the first price freeze went into 
effect. It could have agreed to a 10 
per cent rise, or even a 15 per cent 
rise. But it ignored the problem. 

There are those who say that ren- 
tal rates are not a pressing problem, 
because the vast majority of Israel's 
residents own their own homes. That 
is true, but in recent years rental has 
become the only housing solution for 
some 150,000 people, according to 
the Central Bureau of Statistics.

Sir, - On March 4, you published 
an Itim report under the heading, 
“Coffins round in Poland of 10 
Israeli war dead." You reported that 
the identity of only one of them - 
Yisrael Abba Zasler - was known. 
You also mention that the discovery 
of the grave, after more than 40 
years, was due to the work of a 
Belgian citizen, in his search for 
missing soldiers of World War II. 

In my opinion, the identity of the 
“Belgian citizen” should not remain 
unknown to the Israeli public, for it 
was only thanks to his efforts that 
Zasler's sister visited tbe grave in 
Poland. His name is George E. Spit- 
tael, a Christian living in Eekko. 
Belgium. 

Mr. Spitt&el devotes his spare time 
to collecting documentation on the 
military cemeteries of World War II. 
At his home, he has accumulated 
archives containing tens of 
thousands of documents on soldiers 
who belonged to all armies of the 
world. He has published five books 
on these subjects and people and 
research institutes from all over the 
world approach him with requests 
for information on tbe battlefields 
where soldiers fell. 

I came in touch with Mr. Spittael 
during my visit to Belgium in 1980, 
when I tried to ascertain the place 
where Julius Rosen was buried. 
Rosen was a Jewish officer in the 
Polish army, who fell in the battle 
against the Germans for the libera- 
tion of tbe town of Drongen. His 
sister. Mrs. Varda Fried of Herzliya, 
had tried for 36 years to establish the

place of his burial and, after the 
Belgian newspaper Het Volk bad 
reported on my search efforts , Mr. 
Spittael contacted me when I was 
already back in Israel and gave me 
tbe name of the place where Officer 
Rosen was laid to rest: the Polish 
cemetery in Lommel, Belgium. 

I then suggested to Mrs. Nehama 
Houseman, the sister of Zasler, the 
soldier from Palestine who had been 
killed, to consult Mr. Spittael. And 
indeed, he informed her of the place 
where her brother was buried. 

After be had located Rosen’s 
grave, Mr. Spittael intervened with 
(he various authorities to have the 
cross on the grave replaced by a 
Magen David. He also arranged for 
a ceremony to be held in the officer’s 
memory, attended by representa- 
tives of civil and militaiy authorities, 
the Israel Embassy and Consulate, 
two rabbis (one of them an army 
rabbi), the mayor and members of 
the city council of Lommel.'
